The animals are characterized as category E because they are kindled and likely to develop spontaneous temporal lobe 
epilepsy (TLE). Although TLE is not associated with pain, it can cause a range of emotions from ecstasy to fear and as 
such can be distressing.

It would defeat the purpose of the study to treat each seizure because we would be unable to document the 
developmental course of spontaneous epilepsy and the value of interventions intended to interrupt its development or 
progression. However, there is 24 hr/day video monitoring and if any animal has two seizures within one hour they are 
given Nembutal to stop the seizure progession. Drugs that would reduce any distress caused by the TLE seizures (such 
as valium) are themselves anticonvulsants and can't be administered since that would make it impossible to evaluate the 
effectiveness of the new interventions we are testing.
